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Contrast! 


Work  and  play,  night  and  day,  summer  and 
winter — the  high  school  student's  life  goes  on  in  a 
world  of  contrast.  He  may  feel  that  he  is  a  minority 
of  one,  surrounded  by  some  2,000  fellow  pupils  who 
think  and  act  differently  than  he.  But  every  teenager 
soon  learns  that  life  is  a  mixture  of  a  great  many 
contrasting  elements. 

When  the  team  has  been  defeated,  the  pupil 
sees  his  clossmates  leave  the  game  sad  and  dis- 
appointed, only  to  see  them  a  few  minutes  later  at  the 
post-game  dance  laughing  and  gay.  So  he  learns  to 
meet  both  disappointment  and  triumph. 

He  cultivates  his  own  distinctions  between  right 
and  wrong.  He  realizes  that  each  individual  must 
learn  to  think  and  act  for  himself  in  the  midst  of  all 
the  contrasting  opinions  and  ideas  around  him.  This 
is  education. 

Accordingly,  the  eternal  contrast  of  life  forms  the 
theme  for  this  book.  Pupils  are  aware  of  it,  but  they 
are  not  overwhelmed  by  it. 
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Mrs  Helen  Mercer,  in  her  39  years  at  Ben  Davis  as 
teacher  and  dean  of  girls,  has  earned  the  respect  and  affection 
of  all.  She  embodies  the  attributes  of  the  perfect  lady  with  a 
warm,  gracious  manner. 

Born  the  daughter  of  a  Methodist  minister,  she  is  ah 
alumna  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  University.  Mrs.  Mercer  first  taught 
for  a  number  of  years  in  her  native  Ohio  before  coming  to 
Indiana. 

For  many  years  she  was  a  Sunday  school  teacher  at  Mt. 
Olive  Methodist  Church.  Later  she  moved  to  Speedway  and 
became  active  in  the  Speedway  Methodist  Church. 

During  her  nearly  40  years  of  faithful  service,  she  has 
taught  Latin  and  Bible  literature.  As  chairman  of  the  language 
department  she  helped  develop  the  outstanding  Ben  Davis 
chapter  of  the  Latin  Club  (SPQR).  By  entering  her  talented 
pupils  in  state  Latin  contests,  she  helped  them  achieve  honor 
for  themselves  and  Ben  Davis  by  winning  numerous  medals. 
For  25  years  she  has  held  the  position  of  dean  of  girls.

Although  the  66-year-old  teacher 
was  eligible  for  retirement,  she  had  elected  to 
continue  teaching.

Ben  Davis  finally  received  its  first  state 
championship  trophy  in  athletics  when  the 
Giant  cross  country  team  pushed  aside  all 
competitors  to  win  all  meets  during  the  1961 
fall  season. 

The  supreme  test  came  when  the  BDHS 
thinlies  outdistanced  165  runners  from  45 
high  schools  in  the  state  run.  When  all  com- 
petition had  completed  the  2V/2-mile  tour  of 
the  South  Grove  course  under  12  minutes  the 
Ben  Davis  team  had  taken  the  team  title  with 
104  points,  35  points  ahead  of  its  nearest 
challenger,  Ft.  Wayne  North. 

Best  time  for  the  Giants  was  9:56  by  Don 
Fay,  who  finished  third.  The  next  best  times 
were:  Bob  Dickison,  seventh,  10:00;  Bob  Nay, 
38th,  10:21;  Bob  Shaw,  40th,  10:23;  and  Bob 
McDaniel,  53rd,  10.28. 

With  the  completion  of  a  15-0  season,  four 
boys  had  earned  membership  in  the  exclusive 
10:30  Club  supported  by  Coach  Wendy  Hine.

On  this  year's  varsity  track  team,  which  was  con- 
sidered by  Coach  Wendy  Hine  as  young  and  unex- 
perienced, were  only  four  seniors.  They  were:  Doug 
Mackey,  Joe  Thompson,  Bob  McDaniel  and  Don  Fay. 
Bob  Dickison,  after  finishing  second  in  the  sectional 
mile,  did  not  place  in  the  regional. 

Among  the  other  outstanding  events  of  the  track 
season  were  included  the  many  places  taken  at  the 
Manual  meet  where  Doug  Mackey  placed  first  in  the 
220  with  the  time  of  :24.4  and  also  took  first  in  the 
high  jump,  jumping  5'9".

Ralph  Chandler.  Directing  the  state  champion 
band  and  being  department  chairman  is  his 
big  task. 

Working  with  majorettes  and  flag  girls  is 
Mr.  Ronald  Doak.  He  spends  many  hours  dur- 
ing the  summertime  practicing  with  these  girls 
who  lead  our  band.  Even  during  the  winter, 
marching  sessions  go  on  daily  with  these  girls.

A  library  science  course  is  offered  to  girls  in 
their  freshman  year.  They  study  the  arrangement 
of  the  library,  the  Dewey  Decimal  System,  and  the 
placement  of  reference  books  and  magazines.  In 
their  second  semester,  these  girls  work  with  senior 
student  librarians  to  check  out  books,  shelve  books, 
and  assist  in  other  various  jobs  of  a  librarian. 

The  library  provides  both  required  and  entertain- 
ing literature  for  the  many  pupils  at  BDHS.

Thirteen  hundred  pupils  are  enrolled  in  com- 
mercial courses  at  Ben  Davis.  Commercial  courses 
offered  are:  Shorthand  I,  II,  III,  and  IV;  General 
Business  I  and  II;  Selling  and  Retailing  I  and  II; 
clerical  practice;  and  comptometer  operation. 
Senior  typing  is  offered  to  non-commercial  pupils. 

The  courses  offered  in  commerce  serve  two 
purposes:  (1)  give  a  pupil  skill  and  understanding 
to  enable  him  to  obtain  and  hold  satisfactory  em- 
ployment (2)  give  a  pupil  sufficient  knowledge  of 
the  subject  for  personal  use  and  aid  for  further 
education. 

Mrs.  Jesse  Kirk,  head  of  the  commerce  depart- 
ment, recommends  pupils  for  jobs.  Pins  and  certi- 
ficates are  awarded  to  those  pupils  who  are  able 
to  achieve  certain  requirements.

Mrs.  Helen  Wampler,  department  head,  ex- 
plains that  a  knowledge  of  the  language  and 
the  customs  of  a  foreign  land  are  essential  in 
understanding  people  of  different  lands,  which 
is  one  of  the  basic  goals  of  the  language 
department.  Also  stressing  this  fact  are  Mrs. 
Phyllis  Rodgers,  Spanish  teacher;  Mrs.  Sue 
Greenlee,  French  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Florence 
McNabb,  Latin  teacher. 

As  interest  climbs,  our  language  depart- 
ment, which  progressed  from  Latin  to  Spanish, 
and  finally  to  French,  shows  promise  of  grow- 
ing with  it.

Many  strange  and  undesirable  odors  stream 
from  the  Wayne  Central  building  during  any 
hour  of  the  school  day.

Biology,  botany,  chemistry  and  physics  con- 
stitute the  science  courses. 

Biology,  which  is  offered  generally  to 
sophomores,  but  in  cases  such  as  pupils  who 
wish  to  take  four  years  of  science  it  can  be 
taken  the  freshman  year,  covers  disecting  and 
the  study  of  the  anatomy  of  animals. 

Botany  shows  the  pupil  the  interior  structure 
of  the  leaf,  stem,  and  the  classification  of 
plants. 

Chemistry  and  physics  are  recommended 
for  college-bound  pupils. 

If  science  pupils  maintain  at  least  a  C 
average,  they  are  eligible  for  membership  in 
Phi  Chi  Sigma,  which  is  the  Ben  Davis  Science 
Club.

Various  Courses 

English  at  Ben  Davis  is  just  a  matter  of 
course. 

The  department  of  English,  headed  by  Mrs. 
Beneda  Campbell,  offers  eight  semesters  of 
grammar  and  literature,  although  only  six  are 
required.  English  I,  III,  and  V,  are  grammar 
and  composition  courses,  while  only  VI  is 
American  literature.  The  last  two  semesters  are 
college  composition  and  English  literature. 

Pupils  find  security  and  confidence  not  only 
in  writing  material  but  also  in  public  speaking. 
Four  semesters  of  speech  are  offered  to  sopho- 
mores, juniors,  and  seniors.  Speech  I  and  II 
consist  of  public  speaking,  speeches,  and 
discussions. 

Speech  III  deals  with  dramatics  which  allows 
the  pupil  to  discover  theatrical  arts.  Speech  IV 
introduces  debate.  It  also  gives  the  debater  a 
chance  to  become  an  active  member  of  the 
National  Forensics  League. 

Also  in  the  English  department,  Journalism 
I,  developmental  reading,  library  science,  and 
Bible  literature  are  available. 

Journalism  takes  the  pupil  behind  the 
scenes  of  a  newspaper,  and  introduces  ways  of 
presenting  facts  objectively. 

Developmental  reading  helps  the  reader  to 
increase  his  speech  and  still  comprehend  the 
material. 

Library  science  begins  with  the  knowledge 
of  the  library  and  its  contents. 

Last  but  not  least,  Bible  literature  delves 
into  the  ancient  history  of  the  Bible.

Olive  Carruthers,  has  a  variety  of  social  studies 
from  which  to  choose. 

Majors  in  history  are  acquired  by  taking  six 
semesters  of  social  studies,  which  may  include  a 
combination  of:  world  history,  United  States  his- 
tory, geography,  economics,  and  American  gov- 
ernment. For  graduation,  four  credits  in  social 
studies  are  necessary.  Two  credits  must  be  in 
U.  S.  history  and  one  in  government. 

Teachers  feel  that  each  pupil  must  strive  to 
solve  the  problems  of  finding  a  lasting  peace. 
As  the  Preamble  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  reads,  "We  the  people  of  the  United  States 
in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  union  .  .  .  ,"  the 
persons  for  whom  the  Constitution  was  written 
must  strive  to  make  a  more  perfect  government. 

World  history,  which  is  offered  to  freshmen 
and  sophomores,  forms  the  study  of  man's  exist- 
ence. U.  S.  history,  a  regular  course  for  juniors, 
covers  the  development  of  the  political  scene  and 
capitalistic  system  of  our  nation.  Psychology  is 
more  than  a  course  in  history,  as  it  deals  with  the 
inner  mind. 

Rounding  out  this  diversified  department  are: 
geography,  the  study  of  the  earth  and  its  effect 
upon  man's  development;  economics,  a  survey  of 
the  economic  systems  of  the  world  and  their 
strengths  and  weaknesses;  and  American  govern- 
ment, an  examination  of  government  on  the  na- 
tional, state,  and  local  levels.

Examined  From  Many  Angles 


Patricia  Greenway  and  Gary  Moody,  sophomores,  get  a  work- 
out at  the  map  and  blackboard  in  their  world  history  class 
study  of  the  Russian  Revolution.  Over  5000  years  of  history 
were  considered  in  the  span  of  35  weeks. 


Causes  and  effects  of  World  War  I  were  scrutinized 
in  the  U.  S.  History  II  classes  of  Mr.  William 
Henley.  Pupils  developed  a  sense  of  appreciation 
for  the  efforts  of  earlier  generations  in  our  history. 


"I  just  burnt  the  cookies!"  "Gee,  this  smells 
good!"  "Oh,  this  seam  isn't  straight."  These 
are  familiar  phrases  heard  in  the  home  eco- 
nomics classes. 

Home  Economics  I  and  III  are  the  study  of 
food.  These  courses  include:  the  guides  for 
proper  grooming  and  the  care  of  clothes,  in- 
formation about  the  use  of  color  and  design 
in  dress,  instructions  about  the  use  and  care 
of  the  sewing  machine,  basic  sewing  tech- 
niques and  patterns,  and  making  of  two  simple 
garments  of  cotton  and  of  wool. 

Adequate  housing  needs,  selecting  and 
planning  homes,  interior  decorating,  and 
furniture  arrangement,  are  included  in  family 
relationships  and  housing.  Family  relationships 
is  mainly  a  discussion  concerning  family  ad- 
justment, dating,  and  marriage. 

Home  Economics  VI  is  the  study  of  child 
development  and  home  nursing.  This  course 
includes  prenatal  care;  physical,  mental,  and 
emotional  and  social  development  of  children 
from  birth  to  adolescence;  techniques  appli- 
cable to  the  care  of  the  sick;  and  clinical-type 
work. 


These  girls  are  gaining  prac- 
tical experience  in  preparing 
dinner  and  serving  it.  It  is  not 
an  easy  thing  to  have  all  the 
dishes  ready  for  the  table  at 
the  same  time,  but  there's  no 
shortage  of  help  in  the  home 
economics  kitchens.

Industrial  arts  are  as  important  to  boys  as  the 
courses  in  math  or  English.  These  courses  prepare  them 
for  their  future  jobs. 

This  year  there  were  458  boys  enrolled  in  shop, 
395  in  mechanical  drawing,  and  44  in  agriculture. 

A  large  variety  of  courses  are  offered.  They  are: 
basic  wood  and  basic  metal;  basic  machine  shop  and 
basic  electricity;  Shop  I,  II,  III,  and  IV;  Auto  Shop  I, 
and  II,  Wood  Shop  I  and  II;  and  Metal  Shop  I  and  II. 

Shop  boys  have  to  take  the  four  basic  courses  and 
required  mechanical  drawing,  one  of  the  most  popular 
courses  in  the  industrial  arts  department,  before  they 
may  take  advanced  subjects.  Several  boys  are  shop 
assistants,  which  gives  them  a  chance  to  put  their  skill 
to  work  helping  other  boys. 

Mr.  Dwight  Cottingham,  vice-principal  of  the 
Industrial  Arts  Building,  commented  that  some  of  the 
equipment  came  from  the  army  surplus  store. 


Wood  shop  pupils  must  design  and  construct  their  own 
projects.

Equations,  quantities,  formulas,  and  other 
various  feasible  problems  are  solved  by  pupils 
enrolled  in  mathematics  at  BDHS. 

Engineers,  architects,  doctors,  and  many 
other  fields  require  math  for  betterment  in 
these  professions. 

The  math  department,  headed  by  Miss  Nina 
Martin,  offers  a  wide  choice  of  math  courses. 
These  include:  general  math,  which  is  the 
covering  of  the  fundamentals  of  percentages 
and  primary  math;  shop  math,  which  is  used 
in  mechanical  arts;  algebra  I,  II,  and  III, 
which  deal  with  equations  and  formulas;  plane 
and  solid  geometry  which  introduces  hexagons, 
Nero's  formula,  and  construction  of  angles; 
and  trigonometry  and  college  algebra,  which 
are  advance  courses  in  math. 

The  enrollment  of  math  pupils  indicates  a 
greater  desire  for  a  math  background  which  is 
most  essential  for  college.  The  math  club, 
Trialge,  at  Ben  Davis  introduces  new  problems 
which  can  enable  a  pupil  to  extend  beyond  his 
usual  classroom  assignments.
